For that disloyalt?, the Wilson 
democrats determineg@ to. relieve 
him. Th® resulting primary contest 
was the most bitter/ever held in 
Oklahoma: Gore was defeated and 
&® pro-Wilson congressman, Scott 
Ferris, who made his fight on a 
league platform, got the nomina- 
tion. ; 

But the bitterness of that fac- 
tional fight made a party schism 
based partly on the principle of the 
league, and partly on wounded feel- 
ings. The Wilson democratic press 
had gone so far as to say that men 
who supported Gore were not dem- 
ocrats. Now, some of the defeated 
followers ef Gore say: “Very well, 
we are not,” and same of them are 
organizing to vote for the repub- 
lican candidate. 

“Little Dixie” Solid.

College Park and Decatur 
‘Notified by Georgia 
Railway and Power Com- 
pany of Raise From Five 
to Seven Cents. 
CONTRACTS NOT LEGAL, 
STATES NOTIFICATION 


Decatur Council Orders’ 
Filing of Injunction Peti- 
tion and Mass Meeting 
Will Be Called—College 
Park Will Act.. 


Following announcement Wed- 
nesday by the Georgia Railway and 
Power company that street car 
fares between Atlanta and Decatur 
and Atlanta and College Park would 
be raised October 20 from 5 to 7 
cents, eteps were immediately taken 


.by the Decatur city council to fight 


the increase in the courts, and 
Mayor Johnson, of College Park, 
stated that every available means 
would be employed by that munici- 
pality to prevent any change in the 
present rates. 

Notifications of the proposed ‘in- 
crease were sent the mayors of the 
two towns Wednesday denying the 
legality or validity of any “so- 
called contract provision” limiting 
the fares between these towns and 
Atlanta to 5 cents. 

Comment ef Power Company. . 

In commenting on the action, of-! 


ificiala ofthe power company. is- 


sued the following comment: 

“The fares now prevailing on the 
College Park line between College 
Park and Atlanta, and on the main 
Decatur line between Decatur and 
Atlanta are 5 cents. The commis- 
sion did not change these fares be- 
cause it held that it was without 
power to indrease them. In its de- 
cision the commission makes the 
following reference: ‘The 5-cent) 
fares now ineffect on the main De- 
catur and College Park lines, con- 
tracted for under vastly different 
conditions than now exist, are not 
fairly compensatory, and as to the 
patrons of the company on other 
routes and on intermediate terri- 
tory on these routes, are discrim- 
inatory.’” 

The city’ council of Decatur met 
Wednesday night and unanimously 
adopted a resolution to petition the 
Fulton county superior court for an 
injunction against the inauguration 
of these rates. A mass meeting of 
all the citizens of Decatur has Freen 
called for Friday night to protest. 
against the proposed action of the 
power company. 

Plan Fight to Finish. 
“ Mayor e 2. Steele, in commenting 
on this action, said that Decatur 
would fight the increase to a fin- 
ish. 

“The court proceedings will be be- 
gun at once,” he said. “Of course 
the power,company anticipates this 
and means a spirited legal fight 
is probable. The reason that they 
have given this two weeks’ notice, 
obviously, is to get opportunity to 
thresh the matter out in the courts.” 

While no meeting of the College 
Park council has yet been held, 
Mayor Johnson said that there was 
no vestige of a doubt that the mu- 
nicipality heads will immediately 
take coutt action tending to restrain 
the power company from installing 
its new rates on the College Park 
line. 

“The city government, I am sure, 
will unanimously favor fighting the 
increase, and they will be backed 
by practically the entire population 
of the town,” he said. 

Will Stand on Contracts. 

The two sister cities of Atlanta 
affected contend that agreements 
signed by them with the Georgia 
Railway and Electric company le- 
gally preclude the possibility of 
such a‘ raise, and it is on these 
grounds that their fight will un- 
doubtedly be made. 

The power company, in its notifi- 
cations, denies the legality or va- 
lidity of fhese contracty saying 
that if they ever were valid or 
legal, their validity and legality has 
now ceased to exist. The notices 
were signed by Preston 8S. Ark- 
wright, president of the Georgia 
Railway and Power company, and 
John C. Hallman, vice president of 
the corporation.

CHARGE OF SPENCER 
BACKED UP BY REED 


Declares Address in Ques- 
tion Was Delivered at 
Peace Conference May 
31,1919, and Appeared in 
Congressional Record. 


Washington, October 6.—President 
Wilson today telegraphed Senator 
Spencer, republican, Missouri, that 
he was content to let the:voters of 
Missouri decide which of them was 


telling the truth. 


The telegram referred to Senator 
Spencer’s charge that the president 
had promised military aid to Ru- 
mania and Serbia, which the pres- 
ident on yesterday said was “false.” 

The telegram, which was made 
public at the white house without 
comment or explanation, follows: 

“I am perfectly content to leave 
it to the voters of Missouri to de- 
termine which of us is telling the 
truth.” 

Replying to the president's letter 
of .yesterday, Senator Spencer -in 
a letter made public/at St. Louis 
last night quoted in support of. his 
original statement from what he 
said ‘was the stenographic notes of

REED REPEATS 

SPENCER’S CHARGE. : 
‘Kansas City, Mo., October 6.— 
Senator James A. Reed, in a tele-

address at the peace conference on 
May 31, 1919. 

The text of the address did not 
pass censor until Decémber 3, 1919, 
When it was brought to this coun- 
try by.a newspaper correspondent, 
and published: in The Washington’ 
Star on that date. The spech also 
appeared in full in The Congreé- 
sional Record on December 4, 1919, 
the telegram added. ~ 

Senator Reed's telegram was sent 
in response to one from Senator 
Spencer asking information on the 
subject. ; 
“Senator Reed’s telegram urged 
the president: to produce the steno- 
graphic records of the peace confer- 
ence “to show just what was said.” 

Senator Reed’s telegram declared 
the president’s statement also was 
copyrighted by a newspaper syndi- 
cate and given wide circulation. 

“On several occasions I challenged 
the attention of’ the senate to this 
speech,” the telegram continued. 
“my ‘speeches by scores of thou- 
Sands were circulated ‘through the 
country. Numerous publicists and 
speakers have repeatedly referred 
to and. commented upon this dec- 
laration of the president. Its au-

Georgia in the democratic primary 
Wednesday, defeating his opponent 
Clifford Walker, in the runover 
contest made necessary by there be- 
ing no nomination in the regular 
primary held on September 8, when 
four candidates cémpeted for the 
nomination, resulting in Hardwick 
receiving 190 county unit votes, 
Walker 174, and John N. Holder 22, 
Walter Brown receiving no county 
unit votes. 

According to unofficial returns, 
Hardwick carried 100 counties in 
the runover primary Wednesday, 
with 236 county unit votes, while 
Walker carried 54 counties, with 148 
county unit. votes, tone county, 
Towns, repotting that no primary 
election was held. 

The outstanding feature of Wed- 
nesday’s contest was the ‘light vote 
cast in practically every precinct in 
the state, a comparison of the total 
vote from the counties reporting 
full returns showing great lack of 
interest as compared with the prie- 
mary held -in September.

Washington, October 6.—The 
practice of manufacturers’ guaran- 
tee against price decline was char- 
actetized as a good form of “in- 
surance” by representatives of bus- 
iness interests. employing the de- 
vice who appeared today at the fed- 
eral ‘trade commission hearing. They 
urged the commission to follow a 
hands-off policy and decide com- 
plaints against the system on the 


‘merits of individual cases. 

The commission concluded if 
Open investigation, although brie 
i\may be filed during.the next thirty 
days. 

Proponents of the guarantee 
emphatically denied that it aided in 
maintaining high prices. On the 
contrary, they declared, it had re- 
in an immediate pessing on 
of price reductions by manufactur- 
ers to the consumer. As the man- 
ufacturer assumed the risk 
losses, the ‘dealer was _ forced 
through competition to sell at his 
speakers argued. 

W. T. Nardin, St. Louis, declared 
that the evaporated milk industry 
which he represented could not 
avoid the practice and that sales 
could not be carried on effectively, 
due to the nature of the product, 
without giving .the dealers such 
protection. He® challenged the 
statement that few guarantors ever 
had paid or had been called upon 
to pay refunds through .price re- 
duction, citing cases where refunds 
had run into thousands “and even 
tens of thousands of dollars in a 
single year.” 

Mr. Nardin said that had the 
~muarantee not been in operation 
many commodities might have fol- 
lowed sugar in its price collapse 
and brought “seores of substantial 
business” to: the verge of bank- 
ruptcy. 

He believed the guarantee would

having reached the “peak” to which 
they soared and would have prevent 
a tumbling which “certainly must 
send a‘lot of people to the wall.” 

“Some speakers said yesterday 
that everybody ought to take his 
own risk,””: Mr. Nardin continued. 
“They .said each dealer should ac- 
cept his own. report. 

“T object to that as being funda- 
mentally wrong. Even when the 
title has passed, I contend that the 
manufacturer still has an interest 
in his’ goods and ought, if he is 
financially able, still to assume the 
burden.” 

Speakers opposing the practice 
told the commission that there was 
no way to avoid ‘the menace of 
overstocking by dealers who were 
certain of sustaining no loss under

HEALTH TALKS

DEMENTIA OUILJA. 

A woman with nothing to do— 
and that is the curse of too many 
women today—acquired a  ouija 
board and passed many hours in 
communion with it. After a few 
days she could hear voices and the 
sounds of all kinds of machinery, 
also comical expressions that. kept 
her laughing for hours. These 
periods of good nature were inter- 
rupted frequently by periods of de- 
pression and melancholy, when she 
would shed tears over nothing at 
all. She complained, too, that the 
Ouija board brought to her ears 
many vulgar and profane words 
which she could not repeat. 

Now the question arose in this 
woman’s husband’s mind whether 
she was entirely sane. But not un- 
til the strange behavior had con- 
tinued for about a year. It proved 
that she was quite insane. And the 
husband insists that it was all 
brought on by the ouija board. 

Is there a form of insanity which 
may be termed dementia ouija? 

There undoubtedly is, but the case 
described is not an example. 

The insanity with which this 
woman was afflicted was coming 
to her, even had she never heard 
of the ouija board. The  ouija 
board was not a factor, but merely 
an instrument of her mental aber- 
ration. 

Dementia ouija usually does not 
manifest itself in the form of frank 
delusions or halucinations, but 
rather in an insidious way. The 
victim first regards the instrument 
with amusement, later with in- 
terest, still later with mystifica- 
tion and finally, when the mind is 
sufficiently debased by the inane 
business, with actual reverence. 

Between sanity and insanity there 
is no clear or sharply drawn divid- 
ing line such as courts of law would 
have. We are all more or less 
sane or insane. Unless we strive to 
maintain good balance our streak 
of insanity is liable to show up on? 
us at any time. The ouija board 
craze brings out the streak in a lot 
of otherwise fairly sane individuals. 
If, now and then, one goes quite 
dippy over the ouija board, that is 
merely coincidence. Neverthéless, it 
is a sin and shame that people dare 
even admit the waste of time they 
devote tv the ouija board. That sort 
of inexeusable extravagance ought 
to cost about forty dollars a second. 

Idleness is the sole reason for 
the existence of this craze. Idle 
women are the devil’s own special- 
ty. When he contrived the ouija 
board he certainly knéw his busi- 
ness.

IMPOSED ON PHYSICIAN 


Negro Doctor Convicted of 
Violations of the Anti- 
Narcotic Act.

A sentence of two years’ impris- 
onment in the federal penitentiary 
was imposed in federal court Wed- 
neSday by Judge Samuel H. Sibley 
on Dr. J. S. Cheshire, a negro physi- 
cian of West Mitchell street, after 
he had pleaded guilty to five sepa- 
rate indictments charging violations 
of the Harrison anti-narcotic act. 
He was said to have dispensed to 
addicts without requiring the pres- 
entation of proper prescriptions as 
required by the government. 

Peter Cefalu, whose bond was 
forfeited Tuesday because he failed 
to appear in court for trial on 
charges of violating the prohibition 
act, presented himself Wednesday, 
and upon showing to the satisfac- 
tion of the court that his absence 
on Tuesday was not willful, Judge 
Sibley set aside the forfeiture. The 
defendant pleaded guilty, and was 
fined $100. The bond forfeiture of 
Belle Belcher, who was also absent 
Tuesday, but explained her failure 
to appear, was also set aside, and 
she was fined $109 when she pleaded 
guilty to an indictment charging 
her with removing and concealing 
whisky. 

E. H. Driskell pleaded guilty tqa 
case involving 62 gallons of whisky, 
and wags fined $500, which is the 
largest yet imposed at the present 
term of court for any offense. A. 
Ginsberg paid a $300 fine when he 
entered a plea of guilty to an in- 
dictment charging him with possess- 
ing six gallons of whisky. 

Walter Jolly, who had been pre- 
viously convicted at this term of 
court in a whisky case, was acquit- 
ted on an indictment charging him 
with removing and concealing 35 
gallons of whisky. Lula Green, 
charged with removing and con- 
cealing three quarts of whisky, was 
also acquitted. ' 

E. G. McDaniel pleaded guilty to 
ossessing whisky and was fined 
300. Alex Stanfield, said to have 
had one gallon of whisky in his 
possession, also pleaded guilty and 
was fined $75.

The city 
of Atlanta has purchased the lot for 
the library at the corner of Au- 
burn avenue and Hilliard street and 
has donated $10,000 toward the 
building. Five thousand dollars had 
been raised by public subscription 
and the Carnegie Library associa- 
tion has contributed $25,000 condli- 
tional on the raising of the other 

25,000. 

Negroes Get Library. 

The vote on this question stood 
for the appropriation, Oscar 
Dr. W. L. Gilbert and Paul Eth- 
eridge; against it, W. M. Poole 
and Charles G. Turner. Mr. Ether- 
idge stated that the negroes had 
never gotten what they were ene, 
titled to and that they were cits 
zens and should have the library.

Increases in salaries of the mu- 
nicipal court judges were urged by 
several prominent members of the 
Atlanta Bar association, including 
Robert Alston, Ben Conyers and 
Carrol Latimer.

Atlantic City, N. J., October 6.— 
Speakers before today’s sessions of 
the Atlantic Deeper Waterways as- 
soc’. tion indorsed the plea of May- 
or J. Hampton Moore, of Philadel- 
phia, president of the organization, 
for a continuous inla d waterway 
from Maine to Florida. 

The delegates, representing ev- 
ery state along the Atlantic sea- 
board, were urged by Mayor Wil- 
liam F. Broening, of Baltimore, to 
work in a “determined, practical 
and constructive way” towards this 
end.

Weshington, October 6.—Very lit- 
tle rain fell in the cotton belt dur- 
ing the week ending yesterday, ex- 
cept in the Atlantic t states, 
where the amounts w moderate 
to’ fairly heavy, said the Weekly 
Crop Bulletin issued today by the 
department of agriculture. All of 
the ‘central and northwestern por- 
tions .of the belt were: practically 
rainless, and temperatures averaged 
unseasonably low in all the dis- 
tricts. 

Continuing, the report said cot-| 
ton opened rapidly during the week 
and the weather was unusually fa- 
except for 
some interruption by rains in the 
eastern districts. Frost occurred in 
most northern localities, but prac- 
tically no damage resulted, although 


growth and further fruiting were 
ped in some places. 

Further improvement was report- 
ed in Oklahoma and the. general 
condition of the crop in that state 
was said to be Very .good now, ex- 
cept on some bottom lands, where 
weevil and boll worm have done 
much damage. The'crop made very 
good a e in Texas. and the 
dry weather and ample sunshine 
were, favorablé in Arkansas. No 
material change in condition was 
reported in the states east of the 
Mississippi iver, although there | 
was sOme damage locally by heavy 
rains in the Atlantic coast area. 
Picking has been completed in ma 
southern localities and is progr - 
ing rapidly in the central portions 
of the belt. 

Truck on lowlands on the west 
coast of Florida was damaged by 
high tides, the report said, and 
some injury resulted from excessive 
rains in the northeastern part of 
the state. Cool weather was favor- 
able for sugar can in the lower 
Mississippi valley, as it will hasten 
ripening; cane was doing well in
